REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


Fellow Citizens of Hillsborough County: 


Agreeably to the requirements of the public statutes of 
New Hampshire, we respectfully submit the following re- 
port forthe year ending December 31, 1895, also the re- 
ports of the county solicitor, clerk of the court, county 
treasurer, sheriff, jailer, superintendent of county farm 
and almshouse, chaplain, physician and auditors. Since 
our last report the county buildings at Grasmere have 
been nearly completed'and are occupied by the inmates . 
removed from Wilton last October. We are well aware 
that the cost of the buildings has somewhat exceeded the 
amount originally anticipated, but when their adaptation 
to the purpose for which they were erected, the complete- 
ness of every department including the system of water 
works, the heating, lighting and all modern conveniences 
are investigated and carefully considered, it will appear 
very evident that a large per cent. was saved on account 
of the low price of labor and the cheapness of material 
used in their construction. The labor of inmates has 
been utilized to a great extent by which a large amount 
has been saved to the county. ‘That every department is 
perfect, we do not claim, but trust that the citizens of the 
county will generally appreciate what has been accom- 
plished. 

Formerly a large number of children were inmates of 
the almshouse, many of them with their unfortunate 
parents, others without parents or guardians, they re- 
ceived the benefit of an excellent school and care of a 
competent teacher and were taught manual labor to a 
certain extent until good homes could be obtained for 
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them and many of them have become good citizens and 
respect their benefactors. Arrangements were made for 
separate departments for children at Grasmere, at an 
expense of several thousands of dollars but by a recent 
enactment all children of bright intellect, between certain 
ages, are to be removed from almshouses. It is not our 
purpose to criticise the working of the law but it is hoped 
the intelligent voters of this county will become more in- 
terested in matters which are of great importance to every 
citizen. 

The financial condition of the county is fully explained 
in the treasurer’s report and the list of expenditures in 
the different departments for which money has been ex- 
pended. 

The citizens of the county and the commissioners are 
under great obligations to Mr. and Mrs. Libbey, superin- 
tendent and matron, for their untiring efforts in the inter- 
est of the inmates and duties connected with the many de- 
tails incurred by furnishing and occupying the new build- 
ings the subordinate officers, many of them connected with 
the institution for many years, are still faithful workers for 
the interests of the county, Rev. T. O. Harlow and C. E. 
Higgins, M. D., guardians of the spiritual and physical 
interests of the inmates at Wilton, will always be remem- 
bered with respect, the spiritual and moral advice rendered 
by Catholic clergymen, who have visited the institution, 
has been duly appreciated by the inmates holding that be- 
lief. 

The commissioners wish to thank the citizens of the 
county for their kindly interest in the management of 
county affairs and especially the overseers of the poor in 
the different towns. 

The citizens of the county are respectfully invited to 
visit the institution at Grasmere at their pleasure.

The commissioners have been frequent visitors at the 


jail, have always found everything in the best of order as 
to discipline and scrupulous neatness in every depart- 
ment. ‘The captain and Mrs. Wadsworth merit the respect 
of the public in their management. It seems unfortunate 
at the persent time that the large expense to the county 
of maintaining the institution cannot in a measure be 
remedied by the inmates performing some manual labor 
in the interest of the county and their personal benefit. 

It is considered very fortunate to receive a certain class 
of criminals at the house of correction connected with the 
county farm who are able and in most cases willing to 
labor, thus ina measure compensating the county for 
much of the expense incurred on their account.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COUNTY FARM. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County « 


GENTLEMEN:—To make a detailed report of the many 
things that occurred during the last year in connection 
with the management of the county farm would take 
more space than can be spared. 

The first half of the year things went on much as usual 
but later on we began planning and making arrangements 
for the removal to Goffstown. You are aware that many 
duties were placed upon me not usually falling within the 
line of a superintendent’s duties. 

Now that all are comfortably settled in the new home, 
we can look back and be thankful that everything passed 
off so well for us. 

The transfer of the inmates was made so quietly and 
rapidly that not even the newspaper men were aware of 
the removal. 

Some had apprehended that we might have trouble in 
removing the insane but such was not the case; every- 
thing moved like clock-work and were all safely housed 
at the new home within forty-eight hours. Some of the 
inmates who had spent many years atthe farm in Wilton 
were homesick for a time and looked back to their life 
there with feelings of sadness at being obliged to leave. 

The farm at Wilton is now in charge of competent 
parties and the county has quite a herd of stock anda 
large number of hogs there. 

You, gentlemen, who had the oversight of the building 
and furnishing of the new buildings at Grasmere, realize 
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how much they differ in construction and appointments 
from the old and that it must have taken some time to 
become familiar with the new surroundings, but now 
every one has found his or her place and things are run- 
ning smoothly and with regularity. _ 

By consulting the statistics in the report it will be 
seen that the number of inmates received during the year 
was in excess of previous years. The number of deaths 
was small for the number of people, taking into considera- 
tion the condition as regards age, previous habits of life, 
etc., of many of those admitted. By consulting the 
table showing the amount of produce raised it will be 
seen that the farm was as productive as usual. With the 
exception of apples everything was in excess of some 
other years, hay, potatoes, etc., being above the average. 

The relations which existed during their terms of of- 
fice and which were severed by the removal of the institu- 
tion to Grasmere, of the chaplain, Rev. Mr. Harlow, and 
Dr. Higgins, the physician in charge, were always pleas- 
ant and they were at all times and under all circumstances 
ready and willing to perform their several duties. 

The duties of the superintendent and matron of this in- 
stitution are of so complex a nature that they must of 
necessity depend much for the carrying out of their orders 
upon the male and female officers of the institution, and I 
am happy to be able to say that during the past year, a 
year of exceeding care and many duties, in no case 
have I reason to complain, but, on the contrary, to thank 
each and all for their steady support and. willing aid. 

To you, gentlemen, my thanks are tendered for your 
ever ready support under all circumstances and in all places.

‘They have 
been present at all of the services when at home, and by 
their interest have caused others to have an interest in 
these services. Surely no one can be found better fitted 
to fill these difficult positions than Mr. and Mrs. Libbey. 
Mrs. Libbey has acted the part of a mother to these un- 
fortunate people, as far as time would permit, giving 
counsel and rendering assistance in all ways possible. 

The music has been under the direction of Miss Bessie 
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Libbey, the superintendent’s daughter. Assistance has 
been rendered by the officers of the institution. This 
music has been thoroughly enjoyed by the inmates. The 
inmates having been moved to another town in the county 
and this being my last report as chaplain, permit me to 
render my most sincere thankfulness to all who have aided 
me in the discharge of my duties, and especially to your- 
selves during the seven years in which I served as chap- 
lain at the county farm. 

I am sure that my successor will appreciate every kind- 
ness shown to him and willbe faithful in the discharge of 
his duties. The money spent in this way will not be 
wasted. ‘The poor people need encouragement. ‘There 
are many bright young men and women, who, if saved 
from the sinful life they have begun, can be an ornament 
to society and eventually serve God in the person of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Our local W. C. T. U. have rendered assistance as_ be- 
fore by a visit to the farm, kindly words spoken and gifts 
bestowed. Visitors have attended the Sunday services 
from time to time. 

Again I thank you for your kindness to me.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for the County of 
fiillsborough : 


Since my last report there have been entered in court 
by indictment, information and appeal (from police and 
justice courts) three hundred and thirty-four criminal 
cases, and these together with the twenty-eight cases 
then on the state docket have been disposed of with the 
exception of forty-four cases which are continued to the 
next January term of court. This number is somewhat 
larger than one year ago but it includes several cases 
pending in the law term and others whose merits depend 
_upon the decision in the cases thus pending; so that in 
fact the amount of work ahead is but little greater than 
then. 

During the past year there have been two homicide 
cases in the county. At the May term, James Welch was 
indicted for manslaughter in the first degree, for the kill- 
ing of John O’Brien at Manchester March 2, 1895, by 
pushing or throwing him down a stairway. Welch plead 
guilty to manslaughter in the second degree which plea 
was accepted by the state without trial, and he was sen- 
tenced to eight years in the state prison. At the Septem- 
ber term, Fred A. Stockwell was indicted for murder in 
the first degree for the fatal shooting of Henry McAllister 
in the police station at Manchester May 21, 1895. In 
this case Stockwell plead guilty to murder in the second 
degree, and the plea being accepted, he was sentenced to 
thirty years in the state prison. ‘The disposition of each 
of these cases as above stated was made by the direction 
and advice of the Attorney General. 
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During the year there have been fifteen suits entered in 
court against various parties for forfeiture of bail. 
Judgments have béen obtained in each, or settlement 
made in favor of the county. One bastardy suit (Maud 
Smith v. Arthur Rivers) has been brought, where the 
county is the plaintiff in interest, and the same will be 
entered at the coming January term of court. As hereto- 
fore the money due to the county in all cases has been 
paid by the parties to the clerk of the court or to the 
sheriff. 

The civil case of Libby against the county, referred to 
in my last report, is still unsettled. Atthe last, January 
term of court the plaintiff moved for a change of venue 
and the case was by order of the court transferred to 
Rockingham county and will be there tried when 
reached.

PUBLIC STATUTES. 


CHAPTER 84. 


LAWS IN RELATION TO AID FURNISHED TO INDIGENT 
SOLDIERS, AND PROVIDING FOR ENTRANCE TO THE 
SOLDIERS’ HOME IN CERTAIN CASES. 


SEcT. 9. Whenever any person, resident in this state, 
who enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned 
and served as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in 
the army or navy of the United States, in the war of the 
Rebellion, and who received an honorable discharge, not 
being under guardianship or legal restraint, shall become 
poor and unable to provide maintenance for himself and 
dependent family, such person, his wife, widow, or minor 
children, or such of the children as are unable to main- 
tain themselves, shall be supported at the public expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or 
such place, other than a town or county almshouse, as 
the overseers of the poor or county commissioners shall 
deem right and proper, but no person shall receive aid 
under the provisions of this section unless he has _ resid- 
ed in this state three years or more before making appli- 
cation for such aid ; and no person shall, while receiving 
aid under the provisions of this section, use intoxicating 
liquors to an extent which will render him incapable of 
working at his usual occupation ; and no person receiv- 
ing aid under the provisions of this section shall sell any 
articles furnished him, nor exchange them for intoxicat- 
ing liquors, nor share any such aid with any persons 
other than those above named as being entitled to the 
benefit of these provisions. Any person receiving aid 
under the provisions of this section, who receives a pen- 
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sion from the United States government, shall, while re- 
ceiving such aid, apply the pension to the support of 
himself and dependent family, and shall, when requested, 
furnish to the overseers of the poor or the county com- 
missioners satisfactory proof that such pension has been 
so applied. Any person applying for such aid shall, 
when requested, furnish to the county commissioners or 
the overseers of the poor the certificate of a reputable 
physician, resident in the county in which he lives, as to 
any incapacity on his part to perform manual labor. 
Neglect by any person applying for or receiving aid 
under the provisions of this section to comply with the 
foregoing provisions and conditions shall relieve the town 
or county liable for such person’s support from the pro- 
visions of this section so far as such person is concerned, 
and such person may be supported at the town or county 
almshouse. 

Sect. 10. The expense of support furnished under 
the provisions of the preceding section shall be kept and 
reported in a separate account under the head of ‘‘Aid 
furnished to dependent soldiers and their families,’’ and 
not in the general pauper account, but shall be recover- 
able of the person, town or county liable therefor as in 
other cases.* 

SecrT. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers 
of the poor of any town may require any person applying 
for aid underthe provisions of section nine of this chapter, 
who is eligible for admission, to make application for 
admission: to the New Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in 
case he has no family orsettled place of abode, whenever 
in their discretion they deem it best; and if such person 
refuses to make such application, or if admitted refuses 
to go to said soldiers’ home, the county or town shall be 
relieved from the provisions of the two preceding sections 
so far as such person is concerned, and he may be sup- 
ported at the county or town almshouse. 


*This section was passed by the house and senate, but was omitted from the en- 
grossed bill. Such references are made to it in the engrossed bill that it is evident 
the legislature intended it should be a part of the law

The commissioners further report that of the $120,000 
appropriated by the last convention nearly the whole 
amount has already been expended or contracted for to 
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bring the work to the condition as at present shown, and 
to finish and properly furnish the buildings for suitable 
use, the additional appropriation as above set forth will 
be necessary. By the vote appropriating the $120,000 it 
was provided that the same should be obtained by borrow- 
ing on county notes. 

For a permanent adjustment it is necessary that this 
sum with the additional sum to be decided upon by the 
convention should be obtained either by appropriation or 
long time bonds, as it is imprudent and unsafe to attempt 
to carry it on short time notes, which must constantly be 
renewed at the risk of increased interest rates. 

The commissioners ask the convention to take some 
action in this regard. 

They further state that in case the convention should 
deem it best to establish and conduct an electric light 
plant an additional outlay of $5,000 or $6,000 will be 
necessary.

Mr. Doyle of 
Nashua offered an amendment to the resolution, striking 
out forty thousand and inserting thirty thousand. 

Upon the question of adoption of amendment discussion 
ensued. 

The amendment was rejected. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Shannon of Manchester, W. W. Bai- 
ley of Nashua and Nathaniel Doane, Jr., of Manchester, 
were elected county auditors for the ensuing two years. 

On motion, the following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, that the chairman be instructed to report a 
bill in behalf of the convention to the house of representa- 
tives authorizing the issuance of one hundred and sixty 
thousand dollars of bonds by the county of Hillsborough 
for the purpose of defraying the expense of the new 
county farm, said bonds to run not exceeding twenty-five 
years, and to bear interest not exceeding four per centum 
per annum. 

On motion the convention adjourned.
